Having 
shown us, aa above, the manner in which a 
loaa is treated : the light and trivial con- 
versation that follows, he takes ua to the 
Mauon dt Mo.U, and abows us the fashionable 
rules of mourning. How grief is divided 
out by intervals towards it, gradual allevia- 
tion, until finally, like the tree, 
late in winter, it puts forth its 
leaves in spring, and iu summer gloss with 
blossoms and rejoices in full fruition in 
harvest 

We find it in the practices and customs 
adopted to ahow our grief on the loss of per- 
sona whom we love, or whom it ia a apposed 
to be our duly to love. 

To judge by these customs, we should be 
tempted to believe that it has been necessa- 
ry to give lo grief, either permitted or prop- 
er, general and common limits, beyond 
which all manifestations shall be declared 
to be in bad taste. It has been equally 
agreed upon, that those wbo shall scrupu- 
lously observe certain simple and easy 
practices, shall be considered toexperience a 
sufficient degree of grief. Thus, it la proper 
for a woman to mourn her husband a year 
and six weeka [a man only mourna hia wife 
alx months] — that is to say, the widow on 
the morning of the 471st day [and the 
widower on the dawn of the lblat] awakes 
in a gay and cheerful mood. 

Grief divides itself into several perioda 
in the case of widows. 

1st period. Despair, six weeks. Tliie 
period ia known by a black paramatta dress, 
crape collar and cutis, and the disappear- 
ance of the hair beneath the widow a cap. 

2d period. Profound grief. Deepoedeacy. 
aix weeka. Profound grief is recognised 
by the dress, which still continues to be of 
paramatta, and the despondency which suo- 
oeeda to despair is symbolised by the white 
crape collar and cut!*. 

3d period. U rie f softened by the consola- 
tions of friends and the hope soon to rejoin 
the regretted object of her affections in a 
better world. These melancholy sentiments 
last aix montha; they are expresaed by a 
black ailk dress ; the widow's cap is still 
worn. 

4th period. Time heals the wounds of the 
heart. Providence temper* the east wind 

to the shorn lamb. Violent attacks of grief 
only come on at rare intervals. Sometimes 
the widow seems as though the had forgot- 
ten her loss, but all at once a circumstance, 
apparently indifferent, recalls it, and eh* 
fall* back into grief. Yet she dwells from 
time to time upon the fault* of the beloved, 
bat it is only to contrast them with his daz- 
zling virtues. This period would be tire- 
sem e enough for the world at large, there- 
fore it ha* been decided to express it aimply 
by half mourning. 

6th period. There ia now only a softened 
melancholy, which will last all her life— i 
t., six weeks. This touching and graceful 
sentiment shows itself by a quiet gray silk 
dress; the sufferer leas feels the loss than 
the actual deprivations of a hushand. 

When uny lady loses her hush*' .' •» 
requiaite, either to par he«- •• T.ait of condo- 
lence, or to audress a letter to her. It ia 
customary in these cases to make use of 
such language aa admits the probability of 
the greatest poaaible grief, that of Arte' 
miaia, for example. Fontenelle, however, 
thought proper to aend a blank letter to a 
young friend of his who had lost an old hus- 
band, saying he would fill it up three months 
afterward. When he did to, he began, 
".Madame I congratulate you But this is 
quite contrary to custom Therefore, when 
a widow loses an old avaricious husband, 
from whom she inherit* a large fortune, you 
ought not the less to entreat her not to give 
herself up to despair, and lake care to look 
as (hough you believed it was law and cut 
torn alone which prevented her from bury- 
ing herself with him. 

This is worth reading, as we have heard 
somewhere that ihis thing of showing as- 
suaged grief, as by a tape measure, ia not 
confined to the French ; that it is very 
common to aee ladiea in all the gralea of 
the habiliment* of woe, and thai a lady 
skilled in the art, en leaving a church full 
of mournera, can tell the exact period that 
haa elapsed, or ought lo have elapsed, since 
the departure of each regretted spirit gone 
before. 

We will give but on* more quotation, 
when we will hand Monsieur Alphouse 
Karr over to the deserved vengeance of the 
fair sex. In commenting upon the age of 
women, ha aays:

It is very well to ask the age of a 
woman whom wc have not aeen, btctuae it 
give* one aome aort of a criterion, a very 
indifferent one often, by wLich to form con- 
jectures as to her personal charms, but it is 
perfectly useless lo ask a woman s age af- 
ter you have ones seen her, and can judge 
what she really is, instead of what she pre- 
tends lo be. 

Ko 
one has Ihe right to ask Ihe age of a lady; 
it is pure impertinence.

of Ancient Churches. \ ou hear altar, 
altar sl'» r throughout, mingled with allu- 
sions' to the mysterious sacrifice* upon it, 
but no mention of the Lord s table. You 
attend the consecration of a little chapel in 
a neighboring Uioceae, not twenty mile* 
from New York, and in a building of most 
correct and admirable ecclesiastical propor- 
tions, capable of seating, perhaps, one 
hundred persons, you behold a small, con- 
tracted chancel, filled so completely with an 
immense and massive box-formed figure that 
the worthy bishop finds great difficulty in 
squeezing between it and the rails. This 
|f the 'altar, shocking to all ideas of taate 
and repugnant to all true conceptions of 
the Lord's table. You listen to the convex, 
nation of the ladies who gather in some of 
our churches on festival occasions, and 
they apeak of 'decorating the altar,' and 
•shall the altar be covered with a wreath 
or left simple and plain How common 
are soch expressions, yet how much of ac- 
tual or possible error do they suggest. In- 
der these circumstances, ministers and laity 
alike so frequently using this term, a few 
^>lain facts so concisely stated that they 
may be remembered seem to us most timely. 

■sewering the question, then, with 
which we started, 'have we an altar in our 
churches ? we answer most emphatically 
in the negative There is and should be 
no such thine, and in proof of this it should 
be remembered that in connection with the 
Eucharist the term altar is nowhere used 
in the Scriptures. 

"The word occurs but in two places in the 
£ew Testament where it has ever been im- 
agined to have any reference to thesubject. 
In Matt. v. 2fc If thou bring thy gilt to 
the altar, etc , where the reference is plain- 
ly to the Jewish altar, the only altar cer- 
tainly then existing out of heathenism. 
The other is in Heb. xiii. 10: 'We have an 
altar whereof they have no right to eat 
which serve the tabernacle. This, even 
according to Romish authorities, cannot be 
referred to the Eucharist. Thomas Aquinas 
expounds it as signifying Christ s altar in 
the Cross. The Jesuit Estuis explained it 
as meaning the Cross of Christ s sufferings. 
And Cardinal Bellarmine admits that the 
apostles and writers of the New Testament, 
by the special guidance of the Holy Ghost, 
purposely forebore to insert in their writ- 
ings the name of an altar." 

The editor adds, in support of his no altar 
theory, that " the communion office stu- 
diously avoids the use of the word altar 
We read there of 'table,' or 'the Lord's 
table, or 'the holy table, thirteen times, 
und of the altar not once. In the Hourche's, 
which are so many expositions of the 
church • doctrine, we read 'the table 
twenty-three times and altar not once. 
Certain bishops of the Episcopal Church 
to altars. 
Ridley, in lo-'»0, issued injunc- 
tions that 'all altars should be taken down, 
and that they should set up the Lord's board 
after the form of an honest table.' In lfrVJ 
Arohbiahop Parker charged that 'a comely 
and decent table for the Holy Communion 
be set up in the churches. 80 Grindall, 
Archbishop of York, set forth that there 
should 'be provided in every parish a 
ly and decent table standing on a 
and see that all altars be utterly taken 
down. 

Bishop Mcllvaine, a leading authority in 
the American Episcopal Church, as well as 
Bishop White, has also declared for "the 
table in preference to "the altar. ' The 
subject, after the rouph handling it has re- 
ceived from the editor of the Christian 
Times, will excite much interest in Episco- 
pal commu nities — [N. Y. Post. 

TEEHBLE B< ESS IE AS ITALIAH COCBT. 
— A fearful dramatic scene took place the 
other day at the Court of Asia at Chief i, 
where the famous brigand, Sansalvatore 
Scenna, was on his trial for a long cata- 
logue of misdeeds, including assassination, 
rape, and arson, perpetrated during the 
course of a long career of guilt. Sentence 
was pronounced in the usual manner, 
amidst the breathless silence of all pres- 
ent. Scenna was condemned to death, 
three of his accomplices to twenty years 
at the galleys, and the four remaining 
prisoners were acquitted. A hum of ap- 
plsuse followed the reading of the sen- 
tence, and the judges retired, leaving the 
condemned men in the hands of the force. 
Scenna appeared to be utterly stupefied 
and unmanned by the just severity 
of the sentence ; but on the approach of 
the carbineers to replace the fetters upon 
his wrists he threw a rspid glance around 
him, with ■ sudden bound cleared the pris- 
oners' dock, and, in spite of a bayonet 
wound hurriedly inflicted on his passage, 
by one of the soldiere, made his way to 
the window, climbed up with the agility 
of a cat, and flung himself down in the 
street. A dull crash was heard from 
without, and those who had hurried out 
of the court to see what had taken place, 
found Scenna writhing in a pool of blood 
and breathing his last.

Ttoeee cars, two of which will be attached to 
every through train to the West, are forty- 
e'ght feet long, about nine f -< t wide and ten 
feet high from the floor to the roof.

Life may be a bletaing or a curse. To 
feome it is accompanied by a pleasing cod- 
ecioiif ne*s of physical uud vital power 
w hich makes alternate action and rcat alike 
luxurious. Others are launched into life 
in sickly helplessness; wailing waifs upon 
tbe waters, they sadly sink at last, leaving 
ochind them only bitter memories, and, for 
their descendants, a heritage of pain. 

For a healthy existence, whether of ani- 
mal or vegetable, certain imperative condi- 
tion* must be complied with. There must 
be a healthy organic commencement nnd a 
proper supply of light, heat, food and air. 
Auimalpower must also be developed by suit- 
able exercise or a vigorous maturity is im- 
possible: nor is exercise less necessary for 
a proper development of tbe mental and 
moral powers. Nature, however, is reme- 
dial, aud her tendency on all occasion* is 
to harmonize conditions. Where pure air 
und iuvigorating food oanuoi be obtained, 
die generously accomajBfaiates lunga and 
stomach to an inferir or adulterated article, 
making adverse circumstances as slightly 
injurious as possible. Were it not for this 
peculiarity, health of body would be even 
rarer than it is at present. 

Generally speaking, man seems to regard 
all other kinds of knowledge as of more 
importance than that which relates direct- 
ly to himself. "To know thyself is looked 
upon as an unfruitful kind of lore, for its 
influence on pleasure and the accumula- 
tion of wealth is indirect and partially 
ouccalcd. Hence, we fiud men of 
more than average intelligence so open- 
ly violating the laws of health that 
our woniier is excited. Wholly disre- 
garding the philosophy of existence, 
they wantonly BBcritice their vital ener- 
gies, and for the mud promise of "a short 
life and a merry one,' exchange the sub- 
stantial advantages of a long and happy 
one, even as Esau bartered away his birth- 
right for a me*s of pottage. 

Turn where you will, this same reckless 
waste or life aud health is observable. Even 
at the table, where men, it would be sup- 
posed, "est to live,' an artificial taste is pam- 
pered when a healthy uppe'ile should be 
temperately satisfied, and "the stall of life' 
is made to blossom into disease and death. 
Watch the eaters in boarding houses and 
hotels. Thrice a day men who are con- 
stantly complaining of 
theniMlvcs with meats \ 
can digest, and while doing 
can to destroy their own health, 
that they are unhealthy. Such cases are 
too common to be treated as exceptions. 
Over-eating, eating improper substances, 
sleeping iu illy ventilated rooms, tight 
lacing, immoderate drinking, aud turning 
night into day, are ail violations of the 
laws otlile— la*rs which cannot be violated

All the rooms were filled with curious 
optical and astronomical instruments, and 
the gardens were brilliantly illuminated 
with the electric light and llengal fire 
Tbe wonders of science were shown and 
explained to tbe audience by M Leverrier, 
who spoke of the heavens; M. Janiu lectur- 
ed on Iluhmkorfl s machine: the Abbe Ca> 
selli explained his pan telegraph, which 
writes and produces the signature of the 
writer, and even draws and paints. A 
Udy happening lo approach, colors wete 
suddenly seen to appear on the paper, and 
in a few seconds a magnificent rose was 
presented to view. Toward the end of the 
sittiug M. JJianchi interested the audience 
with his remarkable experiments on the 
liquefaction of gases and the firing of gun- 
powder. He showed that the protoxide of 
nitrogen becomes liquid by compression, 
and under that form boils at a temperature 
of 100 degrees centigrade below freezing 
point. If mercury be thrown in. it will at 
once congeal, iu this state it looks like 
lesd. 

Now, if a piece of lighted charcoal be 
thrown on the liquid, tbe former will burn 
brilliantly, projecting bright sparks, so 
that in the same vessel wo see tho effects of 
intense cold aad active combustion. This 
is easily explained: the protoxide of nitre - 
gen, known under tbe name of laughing- 
gas, aids combustion like oxygen, and as 
the intense cold of 100 degrees is insuffi- 
cient to prevent it from evaporating, iu 
fumes envelope the charcoal, aad give a 
new impulse lo its combustion. Thus in a 
single small glass we see the strongest 
artificial cold that can be produce I and a 
heat of 2,t»H) degrees centigrade at a few 
inches distance from each other. In an- 
other aeries of experiments M. itiancbi 
showed that gunpowder, when cotnpresaei, 
gains immensely in explosive power. Cart- 
ridges on this principle are already in use, 
and blasting is now effected in the Mont 
Cenis tunnel with great auooess, by means 
of compressed powder.

I'rof. Tomlinson, of Kings College School, 
ia London, has made fome experiments by 
a'Mch he shows that different liquids, de- 
livered in drops on the surface of another 
liquid, expanded in films of fantastic but 
defini It shape*, each of which was peculiar 
to the liquid used, and eo characteristic of 
its nature as to afford a prima Jaeie test af 
its purity. These experimeuts, restricted 
to those liquids only which would not sink 
below the surface of the receiving liquid, 
have now been extended by I'rof. Tomlin- 
son to liquids considerably heavier than 
the latter, and produced results as interest- 
ing us they were unexpected. Some of 
these result* are as follows : 

When a drop of .-ochineal solution, for in- 
stance, is delivered from a pipette to the 
surface of water con lained in a cylindrical 
glass, it will sink beneath the surface and 
expand into a ring; after sinking a short 
distance further, it become* poised. The 
more diffusive portions of the coloring mat- 
ter stream upward in a faint fame-like 
circular cloud; the denser portions accumu- 
late at two opposite point* of the ring, 
which is thus, at its thiajier portions, bent 
upward and then drawn downward into 
graceful festooned lines by the heavier por- 
tions, which at length descend also in the 
shape of separate tings smaller than the 
parent ring, and festooned like the latter. 
In the same manner each of these rings lets 
drop two other rings, and so on, producing 
a most curious combination of rings con- 
nected together by arched lints. Some- 
times, as the drops fall slowly through a 
funnel into the water, * ring will overtake 
.is i t eaecessor. shoot through it anj i . 
pand beneath it without disturbing it. 

A drop of lavender let fall into a glaas of 
methylated spirits of wine will expand iu- 
to a ring, and, after passing through * 
couple of changes like ihoae above describ- 
ed, will burst like a rocket into a mult it aoa 
of festoons and small rings.

F. B. Taylor, in Washington, sends to 
the Chicago Jourual this about Sheridaa 
and Hooker: 

I had the pleasure yesterday of taking 
General Sheridan — little Phil— by Ihe hand, 
whom 1 had aot seen since the morning af- 
ter he went up Mission Ki.lge. He looks 
as brown aa a nut and a* tough aa hickory, 
and not a degree of Fahrenheit cooler thaa 
he looked when he was bob-a nobbing with 
Uragg a battery, and law] let My at him th* 
whole six guus, showering him with 
earth. But ao mn'ter for that; he had 
taada his record, aud ibv rascals were only 
sanding it. 

There is no waste timber about Sheridan; 
not muoh of him, physically, but snugly 
put together. A square face, a warm, 
black eye. a pleaaani smile; a reach of un- 
der jaw showing that "when bo will ho 
will, you may depend on t; " black hair, 
triiame 1 round like a garden border; not a 
Hyperion curl about him any more than 
there was about Cromwell's troopers; and 
altogether impressing vou with the truth 
that there is about as much energy packed 
away in about the smallest space that yoa 
ever saw in your lite. Men ranging down 
from the medium size 'o little, with excep- 
tions enough to prove the rule, seem to car- 
ry the day among the heroes. 

Moses was sometbiug of a general, but 
no FalstafT; Alexander the Great and Peter 
the Great were little; Cromwell was no gi- 
ant, and as for Napoleon — why, what waa 
he but "the little corporal 0 " Sheridan is a 
capital executive officer; perhaps he would 
be hardly equal to pi tuning a great cam- 
paign, but, John] wouldn't he uVuw ill 
Withe good piece of his head behiad hi* 
ears, and hardly reverence enough for a 
Mandarin, he is not afraid of "the face of 
clay. ' As chief of cavalry he ia indeed 
chief among ten thousand. Pleasaal- 
voiced, mild-mannered, not given to long 
yarns, you would hardly suspect he is a 
thunder- bolt iu a charge, and an emphatic 
human syllable all over. 

Oeneral Hooker is yet here, looking like 
anything but a war-worn leader straight 
from about the roughest campaign of the 
war.

His 
sploudid make, his soldierly beariag, his 
rirm, elastic step, do muoh for him; he is 
the manner of man lhat soldiers love lo 
look at and to follow. Possibly General 
Hooker is a little vain, his enemies declare 
it; but then he is as brave and full of fight 
aa Lord Nelson. His sublime monument ia 
built already— may he live a thousand
